A GREATER AND BETTER STATE SCHOOL 



with us. Let us continue to affoi( 
higher education to those who can 
have it, but let us alstj afford others 
an equal oijjjortunity according to 
iheir several abilities. 

In as brief and concise a manner 
as (jossible, 1 will endeavor to state 
why 1 favor an addition.il two or three 
yctirs to our own present course of 
study: 

(1) The establishment and sup- 
|)ort of a Junior College is too un- 
certain. It would experience the 
same, if not greater, difficulties of sup- 
port and growth as suffered and endur- 
ed by Gallaudet College these many 
years. 

(2) The true purposes of this 
plan would not be clearly understood 
by the public and hence would prove 
detrimental to the normal progress of 
Cjallaudct College in many ways. 

(3) Such arrangement, if estab- 
lished, would not answer our problem, 
as -it would benefit the one i^er cent 
only and still leave the problem un- 
solved. 

(4) By adding the two or three 
years in each State school, the niiiny 
would receive benefit along with the 
one per cent. 

(.S) The one per cent who even- 
tually would enter Gallaudet, would 
be Ijelter grounded and would be able 
to complete the college course in less 
time. 

(6) Boys and girls should not 
devote too many years after a certain 
age to school. A young man al 
Iwcnty-fiyc should begin to think 
seriously of earning a living. Too 
many years al the State school and 
too many years at Gallaudet College 
might be ruinous. If we were to follow 
the jMjIicy as put forth by some, a tleaf 
Ijoy woiild be twenty-seven or twenty- 
eight years of age before he had com- 
|)leted his schooling. This is too 
long. A better prepared graduate of 
a Stale school would enable (iallaudet 
to drop certain preparatory work and 
thus save time and years and do more 
intensive work. The slogan should 
not Ik- "more extensive," but "more 
inten.sive"; not "longer college train- 
ing," but "better college training." 
Delegate the "more extensive," and 
the "longer training" to the State 
school phase of the question. 

(7) The extension of the course 
at the Stale school, and a shorter 
college period at Gallaudet. 

(8) With the added work in the 
Stale .school fifty percent of our gra- 
duates, wh(( at the end of the twelfth 
year arc not ready for further educa- 
tion ((iallaudet), would Ix? ready in 
another two years for first vi.ir (ol- 
lege work.

Some time before Dr. Jones added 
fuel to the fire of discussion when he 
brought forth the topic Junior College, 
we here in Minnesota have Ix-en slow- 
ly working toward the establishment 
of an additional two years to our 
course. Our State Board has sanc- 
tioned such plan and it will not be 
long before this will be realized. Per- 
sonally, this seems to be the logical 
way of doing more for our deaf. We 
favor tlie ftlan of h.'iving e.'ich State 
school add two or three years to it.s 
present cour.sc. 
The Junior College plan may be 
' ' '.ry for the few, but not frtr 
y. The spirit of education 
today is for the many and not for the 
select few. Statistics in our own field 
show that less than o'ne per cent of 
our school children succeed In enter- 
ing Gallauflet. What are we doing 
for the other ninety-nine per cent ? 
To Ihe mind, the Junior Qollcge wfiuld 
merely strengthen the weaknes.ses of 
the one prr cent and aid them in enter- 
ing Gallaudet better prepareti than at 
I)re.'4ent. But is this our sole goal and 
purpose of educating the deaf youth ? 
I'!tTiphati(ally anrl decidedly, no. We 
have too long looked over and Ijeyond 
our immediate needs and responsibi- 
lities. It makes one think of Ali 
Ha fed who had a great desire for 
and [lermitting the desire 
l)etter end of the argument, 
sold ali his jxissessions in order to 
have enough to travel in search of 
certain diamond fields. I'inally, at 
an old age, penniless and helpless, he 
returned to his own ficM. So it is 



(9) Al least fifty per cent cit our 
graduates after twelve years are just 
at a |)oint to realize great bencftt anti 
valuable [)rogress if given another year 
or two of expert instruction. With 
Ihe two extra years they would be 
enabled to round out their schooling 
and possess greater confidence. 

(10) From the industrial training 
angle, the boys and girls would b« 
given the great opixtrtunity of finish- 
ing their training at their trade. A 
change of this nature would more than 
answer one of our intricate and difficult 
problems- sufficient time fi)r indu.s- 
trial training. If there were no other 
reason to justify Ihe extension of the 
(i)urse than that the deaf children 
would benefit industrially, such ad 
vantage alone would be sufficient. 

We endorse the extension of the 
school course and prefer it to tht 
Junior College j)lan, as then we feel 
we are answering the needs of the 
average deaf child which the Junior 
College would not. Our effort, 
(hoitght and preparation, should be for 
Ihe many and not altogether for the 
few. The few will always be abh 
to make the grade under all manner 
of londitions. The average deaf child 
needs our thought and [^reparation 
today more than ever. 

In .short, for the sake of the deal 
child of the future, forgetting all jtre- 
judices and |K'rs<inal satisfaction, le) 
us cling to that which is gtMjd and fol- 
low the Rochester plan of fifteen ye.ar 
-schooling,- Dr. J. I. Smith in tin 
Minncsuta Companion.

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Siberia, Land o( Everlasting Ice 

Eternal ice, to depths of more 
than 100 yards, binds the soil of 
Northern Siberia even in summer, 
according to Professor Schostako- 
witch of Irkutski, in a recent address 
before the Berlin Geographic Society 
The frozen ground covers an area of 
five million square kilometers, a ter- 
ritory half as large as Europe. In 
Jakutsk a well has been sunk to a 
depth of nearly 400 feet without 
finding the bottom of the frozen 
stratum. The ice hinders the sink- 
ing of surface water, so that vast cold 
bogs or tundras are formed or what 
otherwise might be fertile soil. 

The only spots where thawing 
ever penetrates this everlasting ice 
are diiectly beneath stove heated 
houses. Cases are on record where 
these thawed columns of soil tapped 
subterranean rivers flowing undei 
the ice layer, resulting in veritabU 
artesian wells that spurted to 
the ceiling and drove out the occu 
liants. This water .soon froze, 
turtiing the whole house into a solid 
block of ice, decorated withgiganitc 
icicles. — J. Herat V /)i\'es/.
